Si) it came to pass that «hcn he was fourteen, George 
Mall was sitting in Victor llerberi's orchestra at his father's 
piving elbow, learning by example and experience how to 
keep his ri 'iined horsehair sttjilily niitlway fM'lwccn tieticate 
bridge and long elwny fingerboard and absorbing the spirit 
and tcchni(]uc of good music. .\nd at si.xteen, he was 
leading the orchestra at the Imperial Hotel in Brooklyn, 

"It's a funny thing," mused George Hail, becoming 
alarmingly lof|u,icious about himself for a lew minutes, 
"bul you've heard iiboul so many barbers and butchers and 
lawyers ami even bootleggers making their kids practice 
the violin or the piano and wanlipg them to become great 
artists. Well, my father wanted liic to be a doctor." 

And, being a dutiful Latin son, George went to Cornell 
nicilicaJ school, which is, perhaps, where he acquired thai 



ingratiating "bedside manner" evident when he sits at 
a dinner table dangling pinct--iie/ at the end of a N.ick 
cord and speaking, when he i\ not conscious of being 
"intcrviewx'd." in his so soothing voice. 

Working his way through txirnell, however, George 
t tail became a Brcitlway figure summertimes with his or- 
chestra. I hen the war came along. George joined the 
Navy and organimi bands at the Great Lakes Training 
Station for overseas service. ,\iter the war, ii looked 
like a long, hard grind ahead to become a medical 
man. A musical career was at hand, George Mali 
x'vieA it. 

"That," said George Mall, rti.ixing with evident re- 
lief, "is how I came to become a musician, I have been 
one ever since." 

The interview was at an end, and there was no mis- 
taking the fact that George Hall wa>, very happy about it 
"Will you li.ivc a cigar?" be ottered gratefully, as 
mimeographed record and ciipv -paper notes went into 
hilling. But It was another of those long, black, siatiling- 
looking alTairs. t he offer was declined with thanks. 

T T.'Vl.l-'S phivers were on the platform in the Taft 
fTT grilf. I oretia Lee was siaiuling before the micro- 
*■ *■ phone, pulsating a blues song, Barry Wells was 
standing at one side waiting to go on .tnd croon. 

"Why," It was intpiircd |Kitifely. "aren't you up there?

"Sh-h," warned Hall, with a Unger to his lips, 'as a 
matter ol fact, it (tm-sn't- but <hin t tell the management." 

t o. il was a different indiviilual, freed from the binding 
restrictions of lalking for publication. And since the man 
wa^ (it! his guard, it was unfair but strategic lo take atl- 
vsntagc of him. In this, Ihe sub>rc)ucnl and unconscious 
interview, he needed lililc prompting, lie thought, poor 
south, thai he was wiih a friend. 

"I went on the air nine years ago," he revealed in a 
reminiscent mood. "I w.i5 playing ai the Ambass;idor It 
uas a g<xH) stiiitt lo go on the air, so we used to lake Ihe 
band over to New,irk by bus to the WJZ station. 5j>me- 
limes we played an hour and a half and found oui we bad 
been on the air five minutes. So we finally gave it up." 

In l"J(i, however. r,i<lio became a new story, 

"fhal." remcnibereil li,dl, with a grin, "w.ns when 
WHN and \\ ^^(;,^ wne Die big New York stations, " 

The N.iiioii.tl Hroadc-istiiig Comany had come into 
being, Itowcvcr and had assiinit.ited station WJZ. Radio 
was Incoming a conlinenla! as well as a commercial p'ossi* 
bility. So George Mall put his band hack on \VJ/. 

It was not long, however, before Hall was ong,i£ed in 
disputes with program directors. It was a period when the 
prevailing f.id «.is to set davsic music to popular rhythms 
and arrangemenls, and Hall, who was the son of the man 
who had played the first violin for Victor Herbert for 
many years, would not consent lo any such thing. 

■■] had more arguments over that," he recalled "1 felt 
that the composer knew whal he wanted to write. Nobo»ly 
had any privilege to change his pattern. And now I fed 
I've ticen juslilicd." 

Then why did noi George Hall compose modern music 
thai will live? 

"I m rot capable," he deprecated, with a return of 
shyne.ss- "I haven't the background. If you're brought up 
on 'O Sole ,Vtto' in your formative yivirs, no araoiinl of 
training will get il out of your system." 

Hall is content lo pl.iy the day's popular music. He 
has no prcteiisions to compo.se. Bui he has, too. his limits 
as to what he will play. Me has not always been an amen- 
able orchestra leader in an industry which rides rough-shod 
over I radii ions. 

"1 licy have asked me many a time to play Victor 
Herlwft music with my band," he says. *'l never would, 
wii limit a full orchestra. Why, the old man would die if 
he ever heard that I had saxophones playing Victor 
llcrbcrL" 

The answer lo thai remark and to the uncompromising 
part of George 1 lall's character is to be found in a family 
gathering al ihe Pa-.silia home in Brooklyn on Christmas 
Day, l9.iL l:verybo»Iy was there but George, who had not 
been home for Christmas for eight successive years. But 
he was broadcasting over the Columbia network. 

"Well," remarked one of his brothers, "in pcrs<m or 
not, we can have George with us," and he tuned in on the 
f>)!iimbia program. 

As the loudening strains of the ha-cha rhythm spread 
through the hou<e. Joseph Passili.i— lie who had played Ihe 
first violin for Victor Herbert for so many years— stalked 
angrily in from another room and switched oil the radios 

'I will not listen to such noises," he announced sternly, 
"no matter who makes them," 

.Ml this, it was announced, makes cxcelleni material 
for a story, tieorgc ll.tU shrugged expressive shoulders 
in assent. 

"If you can make anything out of it, go ahead," tic 
agreed equably. "I feel so at a toss Ijcing interviewed. 
What is there lo say about me? My band plays here for 
luncheon, dinner ami supper — and then I go home.

The whys and wherefores 
of these general discussions 
are two young artiits who 
hax'c recently come from 
ChkaRO 10 joiii the Ouse 
and Sanborn Sunday night 
programs — Ixe Sims and 
Mom ay Bailey. 

Neither i* new to ether 
audii'Mcn and both are 
fax'oniei of long standing 
with Chicago fan.i because 
of their "Piano Moods" 
p r o g r :i m s \vh ich were 
broadcast over W M A Q , 
Lee Sims is. of course, the 
young man who has long 
occupied a niche in Music's 
Half of Tame as a com- 
poser and a pianist. Ilomay 
Bailey, who handles the 
voice flMignmcnt, ii Mrs. 
Sims in orii-uic life.

An>one who has heard them on the radio can easily 
understand the reasons for these forums. For, in their 
song inlerprciations, which incidentally are arranged by 
Lee, Ilomay sings with obvious disregard for the piano 
while Lee seems to p!ay solos, instead of an accompaniment. 
Yet, in spite of these violations of every rule and custom 
governing the usual relationship of singer and pianist, they 
succeed in producing an eflea that, while new, is harmon- 
iously perfect and musically precise. 

In the studio, the peculiarity of their melhtKls is even 
more striking. I he finl thing one notices is that here aie 
two people who arc very mucli in love, for they show all 
the symptoms, even when they are preparing for a broad- 
cast Then, when they have begun, one realizes that they 
are working without any music and that Ilomay appears 
to have forgotten all about Lee. tn the midst of their 
interpretations — if one has a musical ear — one notices that 
the voire and piano are in different keys and that, never- 
theless, they arc in complete harmony. Then they se-cro 
to disagree on the rhythm and Lee goes off on a tangent 

Lee will tell you that "it's only because Ilomay has a 
stailliiigly beatitiful voice and that rehearsals are hard, 
long and often." Ilomay, on the other hand, will tell you 
that "i. cc has a marvelous knowh-dge of harmony and is 
one of the greatest pianists in the country — jaaa or 
classical." 

But the diquc In the lobby has different ideas on the 
suhiect. They agree with Lee and Ilomay, but (hey cannot 
believe thai a singer and a pianist can rehearse together 



long enoM^ for the effects they produce. "It's something 
more than mere music," they say, Se\-eral interesting 
theories were born and discarded in the Times Square 
lobby but the one which seems to have captured the fancy 
and imagination of everyone is Svcngali. 

Svengali, you may remember, was the villain of Sir 
Gilbert Du Maurier's novel, "Trilby." 

(^"^O ANYONR who really knows l.ee Sims and Ilomay 
f Bailey, this comparison is odious. Consider the 

^""^ story of how Lee and Ilomay first met and how 
they finally made their debut together on the radio: 

To proceed chronoloeically. we must first see Lee, at 
the age of eight, so tilltc that he cannot reach the piano 
pedals, playing r.igtimc and waltzes for a Y,.M.C.A. calis- 
thenics class in Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 

At the age of fourteen, lie wa.^ the sole musical accom- 
paniment for motion pictures at the Majestic Theater in 
I. a Salle, Illinois. At that lime, it was a source of great 
wonder to his father that Lcc was earning more than tJie 
mayor of Cedar Rapids— all of tw-cnty-fivc dollars a week. 

After a long and active period, during which he played 
in movies all over the country, he came to Chicago when 
he was twenty-two years old. I Ic had about decided to go 
Iwk to the slicks after a vain three-months search for 
work, wiicn he was miraculously contracted by the United 
Stales Piano Hoi I company to make recordings. Hollowing 
right on the heels of this, Cliarlcy Hrbstein, the famous 
criminal lawyer, now dead, engaged him as studio manager 



of VVTAS. one of- the (ir.'st 
radio stations in the Middle 
We.M. After his radio debut 
there, he .served successively 
as studio manager at KYW, 
the Wcstinghouse station in 
Chicago: and WBBM, then 
the Stewart- Warner Theater 
of the Air. 

By this lime, he had 
completed and popularized 
his fit.st composition, "Medi- 
tation." which is still amotig 
the best sellers, lie had 
founded the Lee Sims School 
of Music and had estab- 
Itvhed himself as one of Qii- 
cago's most popular enter* 
lainers. 

Ilomay, in all this time, 
had gradUtitcd from Well- 
ington High School, in Well- 
ington, Kansas, her native 
town. She entered Fair- 
mount College in Wichita, K.insas, and furthered her musi- 
cal education by leading the school orchestra. 

After college, she was olTered a scholarship by Edward 
Sarcerdote, famous Chicago voice teacher, hut .she accepted 
one, instead, at the Fastman School of Music, where she 
studied under the tutelage of Waldemar Itoting. 

Due to family circumstances, however, she had to 
terminate her music studies abruptly and go to Chicago in 
.-.earch of work. She was cxtr.iordinarily lucky for she 
immediately was engaged by I'aul Ash and proceeded lo 
break all house records by singing six straight months at 
the Oriental Theater in Chicago. 

Paul Ash liked her— as docs everybody who meet* 
Ilomay— and suggested that if she brushed up on her piano 
lechnique and accompanied herself on the stage, she could 
earn twice as much money. So she hied herself off to the 
Lee Sims School of Music where she met her husband. 
As she tells the .story, she "gave I cc $300 for piano lessotis 
— ne\er got one— and had to marry him to get the money, 
back." 

Lee introduced Ilomay on one of his Piano Moodls 
programs, over W.MAQ. an NBC outlet in Chciago, and 
irealed an in.stant sensation. They were starred together 
on the Chicago SBC wire for two years. 

Two months ago, they came to New York for a vaca- 
tion. Befftre Ihey knew it, they were starred on the rieisch- 
mantt program where they continued liieir success. 

"Svengali, me e.ve," says l.cc Sims. "Ilomay and I 
work so well together because we're in love."

"I ll get 
a copy of your book, read it tomorrow, write the inier- 
view and mail it to you with full instructions." 

"But won't I need an audition or something?"

They aie 
exceptions, you know." 
"Of course." 

Wc sat up on the big divan in U INS reception room 
and gave responsive readings as solemnly as though we 
were in church. Miss Blizzard stopped only six times to 
use the red pencil. It seemed to me that she took more 
personal interest in her own lines than in mine. I hoped 
jJic wouldn't steal the show. Naturally. I had given my- 
self the best gags, but she had cut most of them out, 

I envied the professional way she put in, from long 
experience, conversational ohs. ahs, trills, thrills, and liglii 
little Gracie Allen step-ladders of laughter.

But this time I'm 
on Ilk- twse for once and he doesn't know anything 
abou' It. t don't know what he'll do when he finds 
out. but I expect that I'll be put baizk into print 
and told to stay there or else . , . 

Vou know, this is really a rare opportunity for me. 
For yors he's been telling all about me and he's been 
jgetitng away with it without so much as a squawk from 
me the tables are going to be turned all right, now. I'm 
going 10 let you in on a few things tliat lie doesn't often 
let gt'i known about himself. 

In ilie first place he always signs his lumc as "Irvin 
S, Cobb."

I'm sure you won't mind my rambling around like 
this. Did you ever know that my boss. Irvin S. Cobb, 
is something of a designer of garments? Well, 1 should 
say he is. As a matter-of-fact he has worked oul a special 
working costume of which he is very proud. It is sort of 
a smock and I've never seen another one like it. It is his 
own creation and he claims it's both practical and com- 
fortable. Somebody else must think so too because a 
big concern is fixing to manufacture the Cobb smock. 

But as I was saying, the other drty as he was work- 
uig, he gave some serious thought to this matter of people 
t-lamoring to get into radio studios and watch the per- 
formers in action.

ORTIZ TIRAJ>0, a newcomer on the NBC 
network, is' considered one of radio's most 
complex ^and most engaging figures. Recent- 
ly he woff the classification of Mexico's great 
dual personality. I le presents an amaiing 
double existence, as a noted singer on one hand and a 
famous surgeon on the other. Primarily he came to New 
York to broadcast for the National Broadcasting Company 
as "Mexico's Ambassador of Song." His reputation as the 
first tenor of his country had preceded him. In the course 
ol his artistic career he had made various Victor records, 
and these had reached Jo!m F. Royal and George Engles 
of NBC These alone "sold" Ortiz Tira<io to these radio 
oflicials. It was known that he had achieved notable suc- 
cess in (lie leading tenor roles with the National Grand 
Opera Company tn Mesico Qty. in "Manon," "Elixir 
D'Amorc." "Barber of Seville" and " Traviata." ile had 
appeared in concert with equal triumph and he was broad- 
casting regularly as 'The Voice of Latin America" from 
Station XEW in Mexico City. In short, he was acclaimed 
as a finished, cultured and outstanding singer — the lead- 
ing tenor of Mexico. 

This much was established and many of these facts 
have already been anounccd in introducing Senor Ortiz 
rrirado to the audiences on the NBC network in the United 
States. 

But recently the other side of this personality was 
'discovered. His dual accomplishment was divulged at a 
luncheon given in his honor at the Hotel Sl Regis in New 
York on May 17th by (he officers, and trustees of the 
Pan American Medical Association, Under these distin- 
guished auspices he was acclaimed and toasted as "Or." 
Ortiz Tirado, one of the greatest orthopedic surgeons of 
our time. The loastmaster was Dr. Joseph Jordon Eller, 
executive secretary of the Pan American Medical Associa- 
tion. The guests included many of the most eminent sur- 
geons, dermatologists, urologists, larynogolgists and spe- 
cialists in America. Present also were tiie Consul Generals 
ol many Pan Americ.in countries. One of the speakers 
upon this occasion was Dr. Fred Albee, the well known 
orthopedic surgeon who has himself been decorated by 
many foreign countries. Dr. Albee said; "I first met this 
most unusual man at his clinic in Mexico City. I observed 
ihis dexterity as a bone and joint, or orthopedic surgeon, 
and later was the recipient of his very wonderful hospital- 
'ity. Ile arranged a small luncheon in my behalf, outside of 
Mexico City at the well-known Sunken Gardens, 

"We were seated at a table under a canopy of roses,

myself at the right of Dr. Ortiz Tir.ido, when 1 was taken 
entirely unawares by a most unusual happening. The soup 
had just been served when a Victor record of a beautiful 
tenor voice was started nearby. To my complete sur- 
prise, the doctor by my side began to sing in accompani- 
ment to the record, which happened to be his own! This 
was my first introduction to the famous 'singing surgeon' 
and 1 shall never forget the thrilling experience when 1 
realised ihe wonderful musical art of this skilled surgeon. 

"There are many instances of physicians who have 
been adept in various arts and sciences entirely unrelated 
to medicine and surgery. Not long ago there was held in 
New York City an Exhibition of Paintings and Sculpture 
by memlaers of the Medical Society. Of course, dexterity 
with the brush or the chisel might be expected from the 
trained hands of (he surgeon; but Dr. Tirado is the only 
physician of my acquaintance to, possess that rare gift, 
an outstamling. unusually trained voice. 

"As a matter of two appealins arts, surgery and music 
Dr. Ortiz Tirado is doubly elTective as an Ambassador of 



Good Will between Mexico and the United Slates,' 

It has been said that Senor Tirado would have pre- 
ferred not to exploit his surgical skill. He was and still is 
keen to register on the radio here as a consummate artist of 
lyric song-iore. He is a real patriot and is proud of 
NBC's pronunciamento "Mexico's Ambassador of Song." 11c 
is amhirious too. and is establishing a better understanding 
of his country's folk-songs and a deeper friendship beiwcen 
his people and those of the United States through his 
melodic messages and ihe happy mood of his programs;. 

And yet the story of his dual life is filled with extraor- 
dinary intercut and romance, I lis gifts to science are no 
less noteworthy than his contributions to art 

SENOR TIRADO tells a story of a patient whom he 
was treating for cancer of the stomach "She was 
a very dear old lady" says Dr. Tiracio "and she 
was nearing the end. She asked me to sing. The Dream" 
from 'Manon' by Massenet, A piano was brought to the 
room and I sang it with all my soul. A real transforma- 
tion came over the old lady and I really think it did more 
for her than any medicine." 

Throughout Dr. Tirado seems to coordinate his science 
and his art most happily. In his scheme of things he puts 
the golden voice with which he is blessed to practical use 
in fulfilling his life's ambition. The entire proceeds of his 
artistic activities in opera, in concert, in records and in 
radio are devoted to his hobby— the establishment and 
main ten. incc of an orthopedic hospital for the poor of 
Mexico. This clinic is to be operated in connection with 
the Morelos Hospital in Mexico City of which Dr. Tirado 
is the head. 

And of course, the money which thus flows inio the 
never-too-full coffers of the clinic will be very welcome 
indeed. It will do much toward relieving the distress of 
those poor sufferers who are bed-ridden there. 

But more welcome to them even than ihe money and 
the things the money will buy will be the return to Mexico 
of their beloved Dr. Tirado — for they all love him. 

And when, through the quiet corridors of the clinic^ 
flow the golden notes of a Mexican song, that will be 
medicine for the sufferers there that .ill the gold of Ihe 
Aztecs could not buy for them. 

The medical profession hail him as a great surgeon 
and the musical fraternity salute him as an artist of rare 
distinction. Withal he is a regular fellow, horn with a 
charming personality which endears him to all his friends 
in cither sphere.

"The difTicutties encountered fa 
arranging the musical program were 
without par,iilel in any other section 
of the Exposition." according to 
Dr. AUen Albtit, the major execu- 
tive in ch,'irge of pians. Qiicago's 
musicians are in the hands of a 
dfispot, who dictates terms and ar- 
ranges destinies, lie made it impos- 
sible to have amateur bands and or- 
chestras, 

''When it cam* to vocal muste,'* Dr. 
Albert explained, "a eotnmilte* wai to 
pass on those qualified to sin;. Then see 
were told there could be no such discrim- 
ination. This was I be Peaptc's Fair. We 
should take everyone who wanted to eoinr. 
We decided what Science i*, what paint- 
ing is (half of the paintings offered na 
were rrjected), but in mu^ic we eouid 
make no dislinction between the crudest 
offerings of amateurs and the exttuisltely 
rendered performances of ejperts. 

"Our music committee asked |33S,(XO 
in advance rash to begin Ibrir operation*, 
and it was suggested that we finance 
twenty perforinaiiees ot grand opera at 
f20,000 each. Needless to say, this wai 
impossible." 

So the outltxjk for music was not 
bright. The must valuable art col- 
lection in history (injured for 
seventy-five million) was on exhibit. 
Fifteen Ions of "blue ground," con- 
taining 3.000 or more carats of raw 
diamonds had been shipped from 
Kimbcrley. South Africa, for the 
diamond sht)w. Rutledge Tavern 
had been brought from the moun- 
tains of North Carolina. The great

I CANT help viewing practical 
idevision as the Frankenstein 
monster of radio— a sdenliric 
monstrosity wliich will defy eco- 
nomic control, not only in the realm 
of the turbulent kilocycles, but in 
the whole world of cnteriainment. 

Quite by accident, I discovered 
the" other clay that practical tele- 
vision is ready; perfected, and com- 
pleteh', for the nonce, out of the 
laboratory, and if unfettered, could 
stalk into every home within a brief 
eighteen months! No less an author- 
ity than Alfred Goldsmith, former 
cliief engineer for RCA, has said it. 

But the monster, while fascinating, 
is uncontrollable at the moment. I lis 
apptiiie is voracious, and he coviki 
consume more music, talent, labor, 
field operation's in one day than 
radio in the strictly audible sense 
would, normally in a week. He 
would paralyse the movie industry 
and crush the stage unless some 
economic plan were devised to re- 
strain him, and at the same time to 
pav' for liis fodder. 

The technicalities of television 
have bet^n simplilicd. Apparatus 
need not be bulky any longer. A 
screen, or reflector four inches 
SQuare does the trick nicely. _ All 
operation of commercial television 
will be below five meters, requiring 
the audience to possess a double ap- 
pasatus— part for sound and part 
for sight, on neighboring but differ- 
ent wavelengths. But aside from the 
manufacturer, who is to profit by 
television? VVho is to furnish enter- 
tainiuent— and at what cost? VVho 
will employ the gents who go far 
afield for visual events? Will the 
networks, as they exist today, he 
forced to adopt television, and as a 
result, revolutionize their taleni 
bureaus, and be forced into tie-ups 
with other entertainment media? 

Most certainly, ihty will. Radio 
tvlertiiiiimenl in the form «/ 
sound only, will become as cbio- 
Ifle ai silent picturei, once viiibil- 
ily u'ilh sound becomes possible 
OH a targe scale. 

The likelihood is that the movies 
will adopt the monster. They will 
feed him specifltl.v prepared films, 
T1k>' will wire their showplaces to- 
gether so that one master theater 
will supply a hundred others with 
simultaneous entertainment — and 
quite another type of entertainment 
will be furnished for those who stay 
at home. Radio networks will pro- 
vide the shows. But for this stupen- 
dous prnblem, tetc%'ision might have 
been released months ago. 

And here is a strange fact: The 
short television waves will not travel 
an inch farther than the horizon 
from a given height. In order to 
cover the country effectively from a 
sitiglc point, relay stations where the 
dying waves will be picked up. re- 
vived and relayed, will be necessary 



—thus adding another terrific ex- 
pense to (he system which will be- 
come a.„ reality only when some 
means of reveiiue, or at least sus- 
taining income is devised. 
w 

In last week's Radio Guide, an 
entertaining writer referred to B. A. 
Koije as possessing a tendericy to 
bounce in and out of the radio pic- 
ture with startling abruptness. Mr. 
Rolfe protnptly confirms that state- 
ment by bouncing out of the pic- 
ture again with the Hudson-Hssex 
broadcast of June 17— an event 
which is painful, for Roife and his 
band of ace musickers have endeared 
themselves to many thousands.
